"Robert* 'She It an, Melvin Sexton and Coy Neal attended a state 
meeting and banquet at or near Decatur in the Realm of 
Alabama. Sheltoh, Sexton, a,nd- Neal, along with James Spears 
left Decatur , Alabama early Sunday .morning by private plane.. 
They landed about 6:40 A.M. at the Fulton County Air Port' to 
pick up Bob Thompson and Bob Collins, two- other Imperial officers 
of U.K. A. 

They got out -of Atlanta at 8:00 A.M. and landed at the Sumter, 
South Carolina Air.Port at 10:00 A.M. Billy* Barns, another 
Imperial Officer from South Carolina was waiting to carry the 
group to the meeting hall, about six or eight miles out. 

The first meeting got under v/ay immediately, and was confined to 
Imperial Officers, State Officers, and Titans. 

Bob Shelton the Imperial Wizzard charged Bob Scoggins the Grand 
Dragon, with the use of alcholic beverages and onduct unbecoming 
to a Klan leader. He charged 1 this as one major factor in the 
deterioration of the membership in South Carolina., 

They had some pretty hot arguments back and forth. This went on 
until 2:00 P.M., at v/hich time they recessed for lunch. 

The Imperial Board had- a private meeting with Scoggins. Shelton 
had previously asked for Scoggins resignation. At this private 
session,, Shelton gave Scoggins one alternative that being for 
him to swear on his oath of allegiance to the entire group 
assembled that he would never t$k& another dritfk as long as .he 
remained Grand Dragon, which he did. 

The second meeting of the day was a state wide meeting. Up until 
this meeting, the Realm of South Carolina had chartered some 58 
units and only 11 of them were, paid up in good standing. Before 
this .meeting was over, 11 other units paid up their dues, making 
a total of 22 active units in South" Carolina at the present time. 

This meeting was over at 4:30 P.M., and they then carried Shelton, 
Sexton, Neal, Spears, Thompson and Collins back to the Air Port, 
and they took off at 6:00 P.M.

-•* are more interested in quality than quantity, in attendance. Our only aim toward "equality" 
is that ALL organizations and viewpoints within the racist movement be represented. We 
have not purposely excluded anyone, and additional invitations will be issued as we become 
f^j any oversi S ftts ' 0ur on ly stipulation is that those attending have demonstrated — 
in deeds or words — an allegiance to the premise that RACE is of prime importance in 
human affairs. This first conference will be limited to WHITE, AMERICAN (U. S. and 
Canadian) racists, but our title was purposely chosen to accomodate organizations from 
overseas, and even groups representing other races* at a later date. 

The assembly is NOT intended as an effort toward "unity," but rather toward 
. COOPERATION. It will be an attempt to clarify and magnify areas of agreement rather 
than of differences. The purposes will be : (1) to delineate the goals of White racist 
organizations in America, and (thereby) to establish the racist movement as a distinct 
entity in the public's eye; and, (2) to develop channels of cooperation on those issues 
On which we already substantially agree. 

There has. been an increasing realization within the White Wing, and especially. ■ ' 
within recent months, that the time has come for a major overhaul of our approach toward 
r achieving victory. We know now that many of our erstwhile allies have been more a hin- 
drance than a help; that world events have changed since many of our stands were taken; 
( that perhaps we are too far out of touch with the average citizen to be able to win him ' ■' 
;., : over; and that we must experiment more boldly both in techniques and in alignment of 
:: . forces. We can no longer be "conservative':! when there is no longer anything to conserve. ; ■, 
jr .. We cannot quote. 1920 concepts and expect a 1970 audience to accept them. There are, 
£ of course, Eternal Truths; and racists, being closest to Nature, hold the tightest rein 
I; .on reality. But can a sick world be made to take its medicine? The answer to that question- 
.; will determine our success or failure. 

•;■.' In addition to clarifying our ideology, we must also discipline Our movement — 

i " or face certain defeat. Internal warfare MUST BE STOPPED. It's killing off our leaders .

, . None of us should fear honest Competition or legitimate debate. It strengthens, us. But 

short-sighted "leaders" who can see no further than their next-door neighbor, and who .■■'< 
?.; deliberately pick quarrels within our own ranks, even while the real enemy is knocking 1 
; : /. on the door, MUST BE DISCIPLINED. This can be accomplished only when we establish : * ' . ; 
I ; a. feeling of WHITE ' COHESION. We must make the advantages of cooperation so great, 

and the disadvantages of dissension, so unbearable^ that there is, automatic adherence

to a disciplinary code. This will be our only salvation. The age of chaos so earnestly pro- 
moted by our enemies is close at hand. Who can doubt that? Since the reins of power 
are never left slack, the question, is, will we be strong enough to seize them, or will we 
fail by default? We can achieve the beginning of unity NOW, even while we disagree on the 
details of ways and means toward a final victory. There are several significant areas in 
which we can already begin to act in unison — IF we can overcome the personal pride and 
antagonisms that have separated us so long. We are individualists, yes, and our enemies 
' work together much better because they are collectivists, but will we permit our most 
admirable trait to become our downfall? The pride of the White Man was meant to save him, 
not to lead him to vainglorious ruin. 

The ASSEMBLY OF RACIST MOVEMENTS will be a vital first step in CONCERTED 
action by the White Wing in this country — and at what better time than two days before 
Martin Luther King pitches his black n Tent'City M outside the walls, of "Congress? And what 
better opportunity for unified action ? 

Since this will be an exploratory conference, and since there has been no oppor- 
tunity to agree on protocol prior to the meeting, rules and procedural arrangements will 
be held to a minimum. Those attending will be designated as either DELEGATES or OB- 
SERVERS. Delegates (only) will vote on the business of the assembly. Observers will 
serve on committees, participate in discussions and act as advisors. Delegates and Ob- 
servers will be SELF- DESIGNATED,, Any political racist ACTIVIST may appoint him- 
self a Delegate, although only one delegate will be permitted from each organization. 
Groups with active, well-established regional or local headquarters may designate a 
Delegate from each such unit Writers, editors, publishers and additional "interested 
persons, 11 especially those not desiring publicity, should designate themselves OBSERVERS. 
The number of Observers will not be limited, within reason. To avoid obstructionists or 
provocateurs, flagrant violations of these guidelines will not be tolerated. 

The assembly will NOT BE PUBLICIZED prior to the meeting* The results, if 
substantial enough, will be released to the press on terms agreeable to all Delegates. 

Please give serious consideration to attending this assembly, since its success 
depends on the calibre of the Delegates, All hatchets and shooting-irons must be checked 
at the door. Come prepared to participate in an event which will be not only the beginning 
of a new and vital White ground- swell, but could well be a turning point in world history.

Approximately fifteen Security guards were stationed 
around the general vicinity of the rally site wearing security 
guard uniforms and approximately ten Klansmen in attendance wore 
robes. Without a doubt there were a great number of local and 
county authorities present to observe proceedings during the 
two day rally which in all probability included Maryland State 
Troopers and Baltimore City Intelligence Officers. 

Roy Frankhouser., Imperial Representative of Pennsylvania 
from Reading, Pennsylvania, is described as the type of individual 
who can arouse a crowd during one of his speeches and is without 
a doubt a dedicated Klansman. Previously Frankhouser was dismissed 
from the UKA. but he has been restored again into the UKA and is 
currently in good graces "with Robert Shelt oh, Imperial Wizard, 
UKA. 

Frankhouser in several discussions with other Klansmen 
during the event talked, rather openly about the Minutemen. organization 
and how he (Frankhouser) holds local training sessions in or nearby 
his residence at Reading, Pennsylvania. Frankhouser never 
mentioned how many members he- has locally in the UKA or Minutemen 
but strongly indicated that he: is a Network Director of the ^ 
Minutemen organization. Frankhouser. was accompanied by a young 
man approximately 22 years old who drives a small sports car and V 
is described as a "big ugly kid". This young, man's identity is 
currently unknown. Frankhouser is the type of individual who 
must be considered potentially dangerous, since he continually 
discusses the need for taking fir.earms training and brags about 
the fact that he has held training sessions of his own with 
weapons in his home in the area,.

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June 18, 1968 



The national rally of the United Klahs of America 
was held at Joyce Fields Tuscaloosa , Alabama, and there were ■ - 
approximately 12Q0 to 15.00 ..individuals present. There were 
300 Klansmen ,in. rpbes and the i<lansmeh from other States- were 
obviously very shaken ,ahd concerned by the lack of Klansmen from 
Alabama* The Grand Dragon from' Ohio made the* statement he could 
'"-get more going", in Ohio than there was in the entire State of 
Alabama • It was announced the national board had met and a 
new set of rules and goals would be issued * 

There were approximately 60 security guards at the rally, 
Michigan had 30, North Carolina had 12, Tennessee had 8, South .
